hazards is that beautiful tree 
in the corner of the

room. The council says that this 
danger- can he minimized 
by 
^electing a freshly 
cut 
tree 
shortly before Christmas. The 
tree can be kept fresh by cut­ 
ting tho bottom diagonally and 
placing it in w ater or wet sand. 
Placing the tree is also im­ 
portant. It should he placed so 
it w ill not block 
exits, 
and 
should be kept well away from 
the fireplace, stove, powerful 
electric lights o r other sources 
of heat. 
The Council recommends that 
only U nderw riters Laboratories 
approved lights be used on the 
tree. Lights which have been 
used before should be checked 
for frayed wires or damaged 
sockets. 
Electrical 
Circuits!! 
should not be overloaded with 
additional lights, toys or ap­ 
ii inners. 
Only nonflammable deeora- 
ions should be used on the 
rec, and tree lights should he 
-nod off when no one is at

Folks hereabouts still call it the Big Road though 
there-are some that are wider and newer and even 
longer nowadays. And if you perch on one of our 
overpasses, say between Carlisle and Bedford, you 
can see why. Stay there for an hour on any summer 
afternoon and you'll see the plates from almost every 
state in the Union go flashing past. But to really get 
the picture stand there at night and watch the trucks 
go by. Hear them growling up the long gentle grade 
near Fort Littleton, their headlights arrowing the 
mountain mist. Or see them in the westbound lanes, 
coasting out under your feet like great ghostly ships in 
the dark, their square sterns all lit up like Christmas 
• trees. There go steel girders and guest towels; wrrist- 
watches, live turkeys and printing presses; and 'wher­ 
ever you live in the USA there s something in your 
home that's come over the Big Road, that s for sure. 
It carries the commerce of a nation and the Pentagon 
calls it the most strategic highway in the whole wide 
world. 


I’m talking about The Pennsylvania Turnpike, and 
mind you spell that first worct with a capital “T.” 
Like the man says on TV, I -wfrkS there. I'm a cop. 


My beat is east of Bedford.r io W to where the moun­ 
tains end near the twin ttthnels west of Carlisle. This 
is paft of the original road be&fte they put in the 
extensions and Ive hecn wording fear the PFC since 
it opened in the fall of ’40T F if t e e n traveling the 
Big Road for twenty years. I've seen it gentle. And 
I’ve seen it mean. I remember a lot of things. Like 
the time we stopped traffic through the tunnels in '44 
so the army could run through them with 41 big 
rigs, each loaded with thirty thousand pounds of 
TNT, and wondering what would happen to Tus­ 
carora Mountain if one of them let go. Or the time 
we finally caught up with the Turnpike Bandit who 
had been sticking up cars and panicking drivers from 
Irwin to Gettysburg Pike. We spotted him because he 
was carrying a ticket two days old. But I remember 
best the Christmas we lost the Big Road . . . and 
almost lost Christmas, too. Because it was a Christ­ 
mas without presents or holly or a decorated tree or 
even mistletoe. And no Christmas dinner even, unless 
you want to count a box of crackers, a pot of coffee 
and three candy bars. The only thing that made it 
seem like Christmas were the carols we listened to 
and the happening that was like the first Christmas 
of all. 


If you look at a map ot middle Pennsylvania you'll 
see why it’s a trap for some of the craziest weather 
in the world. The mountains run in long, parallel, 
gently curving chains from northeast to southwest, 
with hardly a notch or gap for hundreds of miles. 
The Endless Mountains, the Indians called them. 
Those mountains have been responsible for a lot of 
things. They were responsible for the biggest battle 
ever fought in America because Lee’s army came 
marching up one side of them and the Union army 
was hiking along the other and neither of them knew 
it till they ran into each other at a little place 
called Gettysburg. And those same mountains were 
responsible for what happened to us on the day be­ 
fore Christmas. 


Most of us watch the weather on TV nowadays and 
we know that the big storm tracks move from west 
to east. T hat’s not the kind of weather that bothers 
ais on the Big Road . . . the snow snaps off the Alle­ 
gheny Plateau, heading east, puts a white blanket on 
the ridge tops and sifts down to powder the vallexx. 
We know it’s coming twrenty-four hours ahead and 
we have the plows and dozers and rigs to handle it. 


But once in a blue moon a G ulf low will ooze a clot 
of heavy, warm, wet air and it will hug the Blue 
Ridge through the Carolinas and Virginia all the wax 
up into Pennsylvania. And then, just at that same 
moment, a big, cold, dry high will come roaring 
across the Lakes out of Canada, whirling clockwise 
like a huge pinwheel. As it rolls across New' York 
State an arm of that cold dry mass will dart without 
warning down the valleys between the Pennsylvania 
ridges until it meets the warm wet air. Then, brother, 
watch out! All hell will bust loose. 


I was approaching Sideling Hill Tunnel, eastbound. 
at 3:37 PM on Christmas Eve when I heard a vast 
rolling peal of thunder beyond the mountain. It was 
nearly dusk and a kind of cloudy, coppery gloom. I 
switched to low-beam on my lights and nipped into 


ibe mile-long bore. Before I got to if-c other end I 
knew something was funny. I could?.-1 see daylight 
ahead at all . . . just a big black turmoil which re­ 
flected white off my headlights. I drove out into live 
maddest, wildest snowstorm I have ever seen. A 
feathet-bed twenty miles square and a mil* thick had 
exploded in the sky with a hundred million electric 
fans blowing ii every which way. I pulled oval, my 
Marc light flashing, and slapped vin nix chains 
then 
I picked up my nuke and spoke lo Pete at Bedford 
control. 


“This is a dinger. Four inches already and starting 
to drift. Wind northeast estimate thi.tv-fivc, gusts 
fifty-five. Better alert traffic west of Side'mg. I m 
moving east.’’ 


“ Roger,’ said Pete, “Shall I call Jean to hold dinner 
for you?” I was due off at seven. 


“In a pig’s car. This could be a flurry or it could go 
all night. PII keep in touch. Out ’ I tossed tho mike 
onto the seat. Traffic was hugging the outside lane, 
crawling, the carsbnstinctivcly hunting shelter in the 
lee of the huge eigfitdeh xy.heel lies. I he inside lane 
was clear except for the goal ing xx hil l of the blizzard 
itself and my car bored,throng ti the murk,, 


A mile beyond, the e&thound line o f f a ls and trucks 
was turning slowfr il% ;;the P ^ in g o! a Howard 
Johnson. Now Twntflia have the road to myself 
I 
sure hoped so because the dril ls xx crc already start­ 
ing to build up, a foot-and-a-half, txvo feet deep on 
the concrete. I drove slowly, searching tne west­ 
bound driveway with my spotlight. I here xxert no 
cars. I checked with Carlisle control. 


“Okay, 92,” said Carlisle. “Patrol to Fort Littleton. 
East of Fort Littleton interchange ail traffic is clear 
and off the pike. We're holding traffic now at Tusca­ 
rora Mountain Snow is light east of there. Repeat, 
patrol to Fort Littleton and get to hell off. it looks 
like we're gorng to lose the road 


Even with chains noxv it xx as very heavy going. I lie 
pavement would be clear as a dance door in spot >. 
Then I would haxe to bunt through three loot drifts 
Far away at my' right, down beyond the Maryland 
line, a December thunderstorm was blasting away 
its local turbulence sucking the northeaster giecdib 
into the valley. I could hardly see. I he familiar road 
was foreign and strange. And believe me. that s 
frightening. I've seen her gentle . . . I vc seen her 
mean, I thought. Now she’s so mean I can't even 
find the son of a gun. 


Across the road on the westbound shoulder ! ".potted 
a drift too big to be a drift. I swung across the me­ 
dian and stopped alongside. It was a sedan. Man and 
a woman inside. The man looked frightened in the 
flashlight beam. "Officer, can you get us to Bedford? 
We got to get to the hospital there. My wife is going 
to have a baby.” He turned to the woman beside him. 
"The pains. Are they closer together?’ He seemed 
more scared than she. A little wisp of a woman, only 
her eyes and her blonde hair were x isihie above the 
blanket which covered her. ‘About twelve . 
. no. 
ten minutes apart,” she said and her eyes followed 
me as I moved. Bedford? They'd be lucky to get a 
quarter of a mile in the storm 
lite snow w. •> now 
txvo feet deep and drifting higher. “W h ats xour 
name?” I asked. “Carlson. Jim ( arisen, 
the man 
said. 


I called Bedford control. They said xve d lost the 
road. They said they’d have a snow cat, a tracked 
\ chicle sent for us. lr they could reach it. It was 
somewhere out in the blizzard. Without a radio. 
Meanwhile do the best I coulJ. They’d get a local 
doctor at their end to give me advice over short wave 
if I needed it. The rest of it was in the book. Which 
meant in my head. 


We all got into my car. Two miles east was an 
emergency PTC garage, unmanned on Christmas 
Eve. lf we could reach it. First time I ever drove 
east on the Big Road in the westbound lanes. It took 
us half an hour through the drifts, through the whnl- 
.ng, screaming storm, but reach it we did. It had a 
tow truck, a stove, a phone, an electric plate, a 
coffee pot, a kettle (thank God!), a work bench and 
a radio. It was better than a stable. It had electricity 
We moved inside. I brought the stretcher and th* 
medical kit from my nar. Then I went back and 
got a jar of instant coffee, a box of crackers m d 


three candy bars and brought them in, too. The w ind 
tore at my clothes as I struggled the twenty feet. 


I lifted the phone. “Operator,” I said, 'Get me the 
Pennsylvania Turnpike Commission police station in 
Bedford. And keep this phone open if yoy have to 
tic up your whole damn switchixiard.’' Then I got 
Mrs. Ca: I son to lie down in the stretcher and Mr. 
Carlson and I hoisted the stretcher up on the top of 
the xxoi k bench. Her pains were coming last now. I 
took off my tuni^ and rolled up my sleeves “C arl- 
son,“ I said, "get a fire going in that stove and then 
melt and heat some snow xvater. And then rig that 
light over this table here. 
I figured keeping him 
busy xxas the best thing I could do for him. 


I didnt need the doctor, but it w as sure wonderful 
just to know he was there at tne other end of the 
line. I delivered the baby at four minutes to twelve, 
normal delivery, no trouble at alk A good looking 
box kid. seven pounds, give or take half a pound and 
he yelled louder than the storm. We xx ashed him and 
dried him and I wrapped him in my spare shirt (cops 
carry everything) and the blanket and he w'ent to 
sleep near the stove like a baby, which he was. 


Then we turned on the radio and there were Christ­ 
mas carol1" and I got lonesome for Jean and the kids 
and started to call her. But then I realized how late 
it was and hung up. I knew Pete had told her not to 
expect mc. And Carlson and i heated some more 
water and made instant coffee and we had crackers. 
Mrs. Carlson said she wanted some, too. We left the 
radio on, playing softly. Mrs. Carlson went to sleep 
and Jim sat down next to her and held her hand and 
dozed off I clambered up into the cab of the tow' 
truck and took my shoes off. From where I sat, I 
could just manage to see the baby asleep in my shirt 
and the blanket in a tool box lined with newspaper.. 
And I felt kind of good. A garage is better than a 
stable. I he stable didn t h ive a hot plate. Maybe not 
even a stove. 


I didn t sleep much I was worried about my car. By 
daylight I couldn't even find it. It was up above the 
roof line in snow. So I couldn't rad.o in but I got 
the operator on the phone and called Bedford con­ 
trol. Pete s relief. Joe Martin, said the road was still 
closed and asked if we needed a helicopter. I told 
him I couldn't see a square foot where the thing could 
land and he said they would probably have the snow 
i at to us in a couple of hours, anyway. Just sit tight. 


■Ye listened to more carols on the radio and then to 
he news broadcast . . . it said we d lost the Big Road 


and told about the people at the Howard Johnson 
being hungry because they’d eaten up all the food in 
the place and it told about Mrs. Carlson and her baby 
and about me bringing it, Al Hansen. Mrs. Carlson 
said, “I didn t know your name was Al ” And Mr. 
Carlson said, “You must be a Scandihoovian, too.' 
And I said yeah. Then we had some more instant 
coffee and crackers and we each ate a candy bar. 
And I thought about Jean cooking the turkey and I 
looked out at the snow and where the Big Road had 
been there was just ope tremendous sheet of white 
about six feet deep and the snow was almost stopped 
and down at the turn I could see wolf tracks. Imag­ 
ine, wolf tracks on the Big Road. 


Pretty soon the snow cat came clattering up. We all 
got in and made it back to Sideling Hill Tunnel in 
about an hour. There was an ambulance at the west 
portal and it took the Carlsons in to Bedford. I drove 
back with Art Levy in his patrol car— he’d taken off 
Channukah the week before and was spelling one of 
the boys for work Christmas. I reported in and a guy 
from the papers was there. He took my picture. Then 
I signed off and went home. 


I told Jean to let me sleep till six and save me some 
turkey. But she let me sleep the clock around. “Wake 
up, you big lunk," she said, “it's morning.” 


I sat up and yawned. Then I remembered. “I lost 
my Christmas,” I said. “I lost Christmas, Jean.” 


She came over and kissed me. “No you haven’t,” she 
said. “We saved it all for today. I’m putting the 
turkey on to roast now. We all ate frankfurters yes­ 
terday. Hurry and get up. The kids want their 
presents.” 


I swung my feet out of bed and looked out the 
window. The sun was shining and the snow was 
like my mom s tablecloth that she brought over from 
Sweden. From where I sat I could see the ramp to 
the Bedford interchange. Cars were rolling up it. 
Lots of them were eastbound. The Turnpike was 
open. We had the road back again. 


“Hurry up,” said Jean. “And Mrs. Carlson called a 
while ago. They’ve named the baby Al, after you. 
She wanted you to know.” 


I looked at the cars going up the ramp to the toll 
booths. People were driving places again. The trucks 
were rolling, too. I thought of the Big Road. Some­ 
times it’s gentle. Sometimes it’s mean. Today it was. 
gentle as a baby’s smile. Then I smelled something 
cooking. Turkey. Oh, boy.
